KF4AR had a serious QSB issue here in SD. But that's 40m at that time in 
the winter evening. It's been vy QSB since mid-December here. The F-layer 
is shifting into night levels and it is not a smooth mirror but like a cloud. 


This makes sigs sound wierd as well although everything rig-wise is OK. 


Here, KF4AR built up to 56/79 after the first hour and was doing quite well 
for 45 mins. He also noted that he was having QRN problems. 


I worked him right off at 0201 (second QSO) when he wasn't so hot -- and I wasn't 
either. I didn't get the QSL and went back to him at 0205 to make sure. Then 

I could copy him. I was surprised that my 2w got an easy reply from him the 
second time because there were a lot of verygood signals calling him. This is 

all about propagation. What I learned from DX'ing is that calling constantly over 
a longer period of time like an hour or two often "catches" the right alignment 
of 

the ionosphere for the path. Call a 100 times and nuttin, even when no one else 
is calling, then all of a sudden, it's a 599 exchange and over. So, that's the 
best FOX strategy. You keep lobbing out your signal hoping that the ionosphere 
will bat it back one of the times!

If your clock is working properly it should be well within a half second of 
what you hear via WWV. 


At the low frequency of 60 kHz (WWVB), I'd bet that your "Atomic Clock" uses 
the usual loopstick (magnetic response) antenna. This being the case, there 
will be two very sharp nulls in the reception pattern. It might be possible 
that your clock is orientated in such a way that WWVB (Ft. Collins, 
Colorado) is in a null. I've seen some units that contain two orthogonal 


antennas to minimize this problem. 


Devices such as dimmer switches for variable lights emit such horrible 
garbage in the 1 MHz and below frequency range they may totally swamp out 
the WWVB signal. Just a thought in case you have any such controls.

I am in the process of building a indoor active antenna 
for a friend that owns a Icom PRC-1000 and lives in an 
appartment here in Erie, PA., he is not a Ham, nor is 
he electronically inclined. 


I need to wind six coils on a form that can be anywhere 
from .25 - .50" in diameter. They can be up to 2" long, 
case area limitations. 


I need a coil that is 20uH, 100uH, 250uH, 300uH, 450uH, and 500uH. 
I have 30, 22, and 26AWG coil wire. 


I have a program that does the math etc.. for toroids but 
not air wound coils, however, can't calculate small toroids 
to work above 100uH. 


Could someone give me the turns, close wound or space wound, 
diameter, and length for the coils that I need to wind. I 

would use toroids but agn my program can't give me spcifications 
for anything about 100uH using small toroids. This schematic is 
built around a MFP-102 FET. The coils are used to select the 
various frequency ranges of the active antenna, what I believe 
is called a tickler coil. I had considered using a single 

coil, about 300uH, and shunt it with a variable capacitor to 
form an L/C network but I don't know how that would work with 
the MPF-102. Comments appreciated. 


If anyone can give me the dimensions to make these coils I 
would be very greatful.

Tom - This information can be found in "The ARR1 Hndbook for Radio 
Amatuers", otherwise referred to as "the handbook". I have a 1996 edition 
here at the computer and in Chapter 6, "AC Theory and Reactive Components", 
there is a section entitled "Calculating Practical Inductors". 


The inductance of an airwound coil where the length/diameter ratio is 0.4 or 
greater is given by: 


L(in uH) = (d42)*(n%2)/(18*d + 40x*1) 


where d is the coil diameter, n is the number of turns, and 1 is the length 
of the coil. 


This can be rerranged with simple algebra to calculate the number of turns 
for a given wire size and coil length. For close wound coils, nx(wire 
diameter) can be substituted for 1 , the coil length. 


You don't need a computer program tp calculate torroid inductance. The 
formula for calculating toroids of any inductance is: 


n = 1000*«sqrt(L/AL) 


where L is the required inductance and AL is a property of the toroid that 
gives mH/1000 turns. Different toroid materials have different ALs. You need 
to pick one that fits your application. It is easy to get values of 
inductance above 100 uH with ferrite toroids. The Handbook gives an example 
where a 1.5 mH toroid is calculated. I assume that it is physically correct. 


Some time spent with the handbook should answer your questions. If you don't 
have one, chances are high that your local library has one, perhaps in the 
reference section.

Hi Kevin, 


A small transmitting loop antenna would meet your requirements. I've have 
used them very successfully in motels before. They can be tricky to make 
portable even though they are small, they are still round. The one I once 
used on the road was made out of 3/8" Heliax coax that was supported with 
PVC pipe. When not in use I would remove the Heliax that was held on with 
Ty-wraps and pull the PVC pipe structure apart. I could then just roll up 
the Heliax and put everything in a bag. The whole thing was pretty ugly but 
it worked. I built this particular antenna in a hurry because I had a 
cousin who decided to get married on Field Day (the nerve!) and this at 
least got me on the air late Saturday night from the motel. I wish I still 
had it. 


In a structure with a metal framework all indoor antennas will suffer so 
watch out. To check out small loops see the following Web page and be sure 
to check out all of the links at the bottom:

This morning I copied W1AW's MFSK16 sigs on 10M down 
to 1w and 99% perfect copy! Earlier I had made several 
DX contacts on 10M psk31, so the band was decent. 


Then I heard KAQFRW in IA CQing with Feld Hell on 
14.063 and we had an interesting QSO in that mode. He 
was running 15w to a beam and my pwr was 750mW to a 
wire half square antenna. 


I got a 579 and I was encouraged! Some QRM came and I 
went up to 2w so my print would be clear. After that 
we switched to PSKHELL245 and print really got better. 
>From there we dropped power on both sides. 


KAOFRW went to 1w and I could just get enuf to copy 
him 75%.
